The streets aie now 


fairly well lighted, with the exception of a 
few dark places that will be remedied as 
soon as the finances of the borough will per- 


mit. 
There is perhaps no place m the bor- 


ough where a light is more needed than on 
Washington street, between Moreau and 
Green 
street* 
A petition was sent to 


Council requeuing the erection of a light in 
this square. The Light Committee was au- 
thorized to look into the matter and see what 
could be done to lemedy the evil. 


A resolution has been passed by the Di- 


rectors of the School District limiting the ad- 
mittance to the piimary grade until October 
1, after which no children will be admitted 
until January.

LEACH LOYAL TO QUAY. 


(Special Correspondence.) 


Philadelphia, Sept. 20.—A communi- 


cation addressed to Hon. M. S. Quay by 
Frank Willing Leach has Just been 
made public. It will be remembered 
that Mr. Leach was formerly Identified 
with Senator Quay In politics, but tor 
the last two yearn has strongly opposed 
him. In 1896 he was prominently Iden- 
tified -with the movement In favor of 
Hon. 
John Wanamaker's election to the 


United States senate, Mr. Leach'sf let- 
ter, which is now the chief topic ot dis- 
cussion among politicians and others in 
Philadelphia, la as follows: 


Philadelphia, Sept. 16, 1898. 


Hon. M. S. Quay, Atlantic Cltyy, N. J.: 


My Dear Sir: Inl892,just afteryou had 


been subjected to a series ot personal 
attackx, unparalled In their malicious- 
ness, fiom certain Democratic news- 
papers of New York, as a. punishment 
for defeating Mr. Cleveland In 1888, you 
were a candidate for re-election to the 
United States senate, and were almost 
unanimously returned. The details ol 
your campaign that year were under 
my direction. In 1895, in your candi- 
dacy for state chairman, you were 
again HUbJected to an avalanche ol 
abuse and vituperation, In the endeavor 
to eliminate you as a factor In Pennsyl- 
vania politics. In that memorable bat- 
tle you were overwhelmingly success- 
ful and your enemies were demoral- 
ized and driven to the woods. It af- 
forded me no little pleasure in that 
year to resign the office I then helc 
and attain assume charge of the work 
of organization In your behalf. Another 
battle Is now on, your return to the 
senate being at stake, and again the 
•weapons of offense seem to be slander 
falsehood and vilification. If such is 
to be the nature of the warfare against 
you I cannot be found among your 
venom-girdled enemies, but among 
your friends, and if there Is any proper 
and legitimate aervlce I can render 
you have but to command me. 
From April. 1898, to March, 1898, I 


vigorously opposed the domination o: 
those of your lieutenants whom you 
had unwisely permitted to direct the 
party organization In Pennsylvania, 
fought as hard as I knew how, and 
have no apologies to offer. But two 
things should be noted. In the first 
place my work was entirely within 
party lines. In the second place I par- 
ticipated In no personal assaults upon 
you. Having been a part of the Quay 
organization for ten years, It would 
have been the personification of Indeli- 
cacy, not to say folly, for me to have 
joined In a tirade againat "Quaylsm." 
so-called. My reason for leaving you 
In 1896 was clearly understood at UM 
time. While the ordinary professional 
reformer assailed you for "bossing" too 
much I denounced you for "bossing" 
too little. For some time you had al- 
lowed a certain more or less distin- 
guished state senator—fortunately now 
more or leas extinguished—to usurp th» 
functions of leadership and assume 
control of the details of organization 
In the atate. Thla you had permitted, 
even though you were held responsible 
for his many shortcomings, with result- 
ant Injury to your political fortunes 
and to the party organization. I de- 
clined to follow any §uch vicious lead- 
ership, and arraigned you for permit- 
ting this man to attain such a com- 
manding position in the councils of the 
party, to your own and the party's 
hurt. Several months ago, with my 
finger somewha,t_ upon the political 
pulse of the stated discovered that this 
man's Influence was waning, and this 
conviction was confirmed when he fail- 
ed to appear at the last state conven- 
tion. Subsequently I learned that he 
had obtained control of a gold mine 
In New Mexico, and that he had re- 
moved the seat of his operations to 
that interesting territory, the climate 
of which, I trust, he will find conducive 
to good health. It la because of my 
firm conviction that you have reas- 
aumed your full functions as the leader 
of the party in the state, In fact as well 
aa In name, that I am willing to give 
my best energies In behalf of your re- 
turn to the senate, with only one con- 
dition precedent—that you will do a 
good aeal more "bossing" in the future 
than In the past, and not leave the de 
tails of organization to 
inefficient, 


blundering, selfish lieutenants, pretend- 
ing to be your devoted adherents, but 
with a devotion subordinated to their 
own personal schemes for public plun 
der. With this condition of things at- 
tained, your own position, politically, 
will be unassailable, and the Republi- 
can party will be united and harmo- 
nious, 
Tour action, or rather non-action, In 


permitting the reins ot leadership to 
be usurped by irresponsible lieutenants, 
baa subjected you to a torrent of abuse 
because of the diings and failures of 
the last legislature. Aa a matter of 
fact, you prooably knew little of what 
that body was doing at the time. Tour 
own duties, as a member of the fed- 
eral legislature, prevented your close 
attention to the details of legislation 
aa they developed at Harrisburg. Tet 
you are charged with all the short- 
comings of that historic body. I have, 
no doubr you did not read, before In- 
troduction, the titles of ten bills out of 
many thousands presented by members 
of tha two houses, and doubtless you 
could not give the titles ot six of them 
now. During all the years I was asso- 
ciated with you I never knew you to 
*e interested in a dozen bills before 
tha legislature, you always evincing a 
disinclination to interpose In what, you 
claimed, did not concern you, except 
as a private citizen. I never failed to 
combat this theory, maintaining that 
wb.Ha the people might have no right 
to demand such service from you 
they would, however unjustly, hold you 
responsible for the misdoings and fail- 
ures at those Claiming to represent you. 
No matter tow Irksome the task, I 
trust you wlfl give your personal scru- 
tiny, so far as your duties aa a United 
Etatas senator will permit, to the doings 
cf future legislatures, to the end that 
their acts and non-acts may not be a 
rcprcsch to the Republican party anl 
to the commonwealth. 


It canot be dunled that the perform- 


ances ot the last legislature were not 
acceptable to the people of the s'.ate. 
But I apeak, advisedly when I say that 
It was not one whit worse than auv 
one ot the dozen legislatures which 
IM.VO convened since the'new constitu- 
tion went into effect. There was this 
tbeJejrliUtori 


year wore, US 'never "before, rnaflp 


known to the people. During I he ses- 
sion of '97 I had personal supervision 
of the work of supplying weekly infor- 
mation to over one hundred state news- 
papers, exhibiting the shortcomings of 
he members and giving wide publicity 
to what they did and what they failed 
to do. This had never previously been 
done, except by the metropolitan jour- 
nals, and,- because of it, the people 
were Informed as they had never been 
before regarding the movements of 
their representatives at Harrisburg. 
The latter were no worse than their 
predecessors for the last generation 
had been, but the public knew more 
about them. This line of work should 
be kept up during the next legislature. 
If it is, the Republican party and the 
taxpayers generally will be »he gain- 
ers.While, however, the lost legislature 
was no worse than its predecessors, .t 
was bad enough. But it Is a mistake to 
assume that all the legislators were 
corrupt, or that the wrongdoing was 
confined to the Republican party or to 
a faction thereof. There were many 
consplcuouH members in both branches 
who valiantly battled for the people, 
but it is historically Incorrect to assume 
that all of them were from the so- 
called "76," who supported Mr. Wana- 
maker for the United States senate. 
The two leaders In the crusade for 
clean 
legislation were Hon. Samuel 


Crothers, of Philadelphia, and Hon. E. 
A. Coray, of Luzerne, neither of whom 
was a member of the "76," nor did 
either of them vote for Mr. Wana- 
maker for senator. On the other hand, 
not a few of the much lauded "76" 
proved 
de-relict 
before 
the 
session 


closed. Of course, many of the "76" 
did heroic work for the people, which 
should never be forgotten; but so did 
other members of both houses, who had 
not been Mr. Wanamaker's supporters 
for the senatorshlp. In other words, 
both the wrongdoing and the right- 
doing, so to speak, were non-factional, 
and it is a perversion of history to 
claim the leverse. 


Nor was the wrongdoing partisan. 


Those now engaged in a crusade 
against the Republican organization 
are forming alliances in many of the 
counties with a view to the election of 
Democrats to the legislature. WMle 
In the last legislature some of the Dem- 
ocratic senators, and a number ot the 
Democratic members of tha lower 
house, led by the Incorruptible Creasy, 
of Columbia county, were always found 
upon the side of the people, others, and 
generally the majority, gave their sup- 
port to the various vicious billswhlch it 
was sought to enact, and which the re- 
cent Democratic state convention so 
vigorously assailed. 


In a word, it Is strikingly unjust to 


charge all that was vicious in the last 
legislature to either party, or to either 
faction of the dominant party. It was 
simply a case of some corrupt men get- 
ting Into the legislature—as they have 
gotten Into every legislature since a 
Republican form of government was de- 
vised—who sought to further their own 
Interests at the expense of the people's. 
How supremely Idiotic, therefore, 'o 
hold any one party, or any faction of a 
party, responsible for the perversity of 
Individual human nature. How infin- 
itely more Idiotic and unjust to hold 
you responsible for such condition, be- 
yond the fact that you ought to have 
prevented, in my judgment, corrupt 
or selfish men from obtaining and ex- 
ercising control of legislative proceed- 
ings, even though you should have 
found it necessary to resort to a more 
Vigorous exhibition of "bossigm" than 
any your opponents have assailed. 


When the legislature of 1897 adjourn- 


ed I Immediately took steps with a view 
to aiding In the nomination, at the Re- 
publican primaries, of fit representa- 
tive men as candidates for the legisla- 
ture. For six or eight months I made 
every endeavor to arouse those promi- 
nent In what was known as the anti- 
machine movement, to the end that a 
comprehensive) systematic, energetic 
organization might be effected, to carry 
out at the primaries the program I had 
in view. An extraordinary amount of 
work was favolved, as was also no 
small amount of money, for the legit- 
imate expenses of education and organ- 
ization. I kept up this endeavor for 
months, but received only meager en- 
couragement; and finally, on the 1st of 
March last, discovering only a purpose 
to go outside of party lines, through 
the medium of Democratic alliance, I 
withdrew, not being able conscientious- 
ly to enter Into any such program. 
That experiment was tried in 1882, 
when Pattlson was elected governor, 
together with a Democratic house. The 
character ot "reform" which emanated 
from that body was malodorous and 
malodious, and I then resolved that I 
would never again aid such a move- 
ment. Surely no legislative reform will 
come In Pennsylvania through Demo- 
cratic channels. And that is the inher- 
ent weakness of the present so-called 
"reform" movement for honest legls- 
tors. For every independent Republi- 
can who will be elected as the result of 
the movement six or eight Democrats 
will be chosen, and with a Democratic 
legislature the advocates of legislative 
reform had better take to the woods. 
Had a proper effort been made at the 
Republican primaries, as I had urged 
for months, it would have succeeded. 
The result In Bradford county demon- 
strates that. There a. thorough organ- 
ization was effected, and two honest 
legislators were renominated, and the 
third member, who had misrepresented 
his constituents, was very properly left 
at home. There Is scarcely a ceunty In 
the state where this could not ha/e 
been done, with the same expenditure 
of energy. Under the circumstances the 
piesent movement to elect a non-He- 
publican legislature Is absolutely unjus- 
justified and without excuse. It should 
not be encouraged by any true Repu- 
lican. 
In this connection let me say that I 


am satisfied, by observation and in- 
quiry, that this coalition with the De- 
mocracy la, on one side at least, the 
result of a general, thoroughly organ- 
ized movement throughout the country 
to turn both houses of congress over 
to Democratic-control. Such'a move- 
ment baa certainly been Inaugurated 
by the national leaders of the Democ- 
racy, and, counting upon Republican 
dissensions In Pennsylvania, they hope 
to gain a senator from this state 
Their candidate is Colonel J. M. Out- 
fey, the free sliver member of the Dem- 
ocratic national committee, and he is 


at work, endeavoring to .effect 


combinations 'In every -cou6ty"'6f Th« 
state, hoping to elect a Democratic 
legislature, basing his hopes upon the 
result in 1882, when a Democratic house | 
Was chosen as 
the result of the 


Independent movement of that year. In 
view of the fact that in the present sen- 
ate the Republicans lack three of a 
majority out of a. membership of 90, 
I fail to see how any one claiming to be 
a Republican can Identify himself with 
a movement, the only result of which, 
if in any degreee successful, would be 
the election ot a free silver Democrat 
to the United States senate and the 
probability of turning that body over 
to the Dernocratic-Populistlc combina- 
tion. At this Juncture, with such vast 
Interests at stake, and such momen- 
tous questions to be disposed of, it Is 
of the highest importance that In the 
Fifty-sixth congress President Mc- 
Kinley and his administration should 
be sustained by an emphatic Republi- 
can majority in both senate and house. 


Before closing I want to utter a word 


of protest against the methods pursued 
by some "f your friends in assailing the 
characters of those conspicuous in the 
opposition. I refer more especially to 
Secretary of the Commonwealth David 
Martin and ex-Postmaster 
General 


Wanamaker. Mr. Martin Is one of the 
most manly, straightforward men I 
have encountered in the realm of prac- 
tical politics. Ordinary political criti- 
cism he naturally expects, but personal 
•vilification is not only unjust, but it is 
bad politics, and cannot fall to react 
upon those resorting to It. So far as 
your influence extends I trust you will 
prevent a continuance of such guerilla 
warfare. 
Nor can anything be gained by per- 


sonal attacks upon Mr. Wanamaker. 
All the miserable slanders affecting his 
personal character and business meth- 
ods were exploited during his first sen- 
atorial campaign in 1896, and I know 
how absolutely devoid of truth they 
are. They should not be resorted to in 
this campaign. Naturally he cannot 
complain of attacks of a distinctive po- 
litical character, for these are the or- 
dinary Incidents of one's candidature 
for office. The primary and ultimate 
purpose of this movement for a "re- 
form" legislature Is Mr. Wanamaker's 
election to the United States senate, 
through a combination of disaffected 
Republicans, Prohibitionists and Dem- 
ocrats in the legislature Of course this 
puipose is not set forth in very large 
type in the fuslonlsts organs, but is 
geneially understood In all political cir- 
cles, of whatever party or faction. Mr 
Wanamaker would make a. splendid 
senator. I thought so In 1896, and I 
gave my best energies toward securing 
his election. If, eight or ten months 
ago, before any primal ies had been 
held, he had concluded to come out 
into the open as a Republican candi- 
date against you for the United States 
senate, I should have supported him 
as vigorously as in 1896. But P could 
not follow him Into a Democratic al- 
liance; first, as a matter of conscience, 
having had a taste of that sort of thing 
in 1882, and, secondly, because I knew 
he never could win In such a contest, 
for his Democratic allies would surely 
cheat him in the end, and vote for a 
member of their own party. But if he 
feels differently he has a perfect right 
to make the kind of a fight which he 
Is now engaged in. 


While urging that your friends re- 


frain from personal abuse, as a method 
of campaigning, I do not lose sight of 
the fact that the chief weapons of your 
own opponents are slander and vilifi- 
cation of the most vicious kind. This 
cannot hurt you, but must react upon 
those engaged in this sort of warfare. 
Besides, I should think you would be 
used to it By this time. In 1885 you were 
denounced and maligned from the Dela- 
ware river to the Ohio line, vet you 
were elected state treasurer, and subse- 
quently United States senator. In 1892 
the same methods, augmented a hun- 
dred fold, were resorted to, yet you 
were almost unanimouly returned to 
the senate. In 1895 the vials of vituper- 
ation were emptied upon you, yet you 
won your great fight for state chair- 
man. The same old weapons are load- 
ed again with the same old powder, 
whitened with age, and ground to dust. 
There can be only one outcome; his- 
tory will repeat itself, you will be re- 
elected In January next. Only be your 
own "boss," and give your personal at- 
tention to the details of party or- 
ganization, including the organization 
and conduct of the next legislature. 
Do not be "bossed" by petty "bosses," 
who do not possess one-tenth of your 
sagacity and perspicacity—otherwise, 
horse sense. If you pursue this course 
you can count upon my support until 
the end of the chapter. Otherwise I 
will cut loose as abruptly as In 1896. 
Again assuring you of my personal in- 
terest in your success, and reiterating 
my desire to help you if my se.-vices 
are needed, I am,

BLACK FLAGS READY FOR BUSINESS 


for the lust of fighting than from any 
principles. They have always been 
against existing government of all kinds 
and do not need the excuse now given, 
which is to the effect that they resent 
the advances of Russia and Germany in 
Chinese territory. 


Dreaded more than all the others are 


the Black Flags of the Quang provinces 
Quang Se is the southernmost province 
of China and lies directly north of Ton 
quin. Quang Tung borders the South 
sea and lies east of Quang Se. In these 
two provinces and in the island of For 
mosa, northeast of the shore of Quang 
Tung, the Black Flags have thei 
homes. Until after the China-Japan 
war was over and China was whippe< 
the Black Flags on the mainland di 
not figure much exoept as rioters.

iu Formosa, which passed at that tim 
into the possession of the Japanese 
there was a long and bard fight witl 
them. 


The Black Flags are guerrillas, 01 


whom the Chinese government can 
place little dependence. When Franc 
went to war with Tonquin, 25 year 
ago, involving China, most of the Blac 
Flags stuck by China, though some o 
them, called afterward the Yellow 
Flags, split from the main body, hav 
ing been bought by the French, whos 
arms they supported. 


In 1873 the Black Flags aided in 


forcing the French from Hanoi, and, 
under Lin-Yung-Fa, their leader, they 
defeated the ftench under Gamier, 
killing that French officer. In 1882 
they used up the French expedition of 
Eiviere, killing that officer also. In 
1884 they destroyed the French mis- 
sions, massacring 10,000 men, women 
and children. 


The insular Black Flags are bead 


hnnters, which pursuit they follow 
with passionate greed. The savages held 
the island before the coming of the 
Chinaman, and the conqueror took pos- 
session in the usual manner, earning 
thereby the undying hatred of men in 
comparison with whom the Chinese are 
civilized. These savages are as fiercely 
opposed to those of their own kind who 
have acknowledged the authority of the 
Chinese as they are to the Chinese 
themselves. The backsliders are looked 
upon as traitors who must pay the pen- 
alty at the first opportunity. So, while 
the head of a Chinaman is looked upon 
as a first prize, the head of aPe-pe-houn 
is regarded as a close second. 


At last1 accounts the rebellion was 


still raging and bid fair to become even 
more successful than the Taiping re- 
volt. Some of the most sanguinary en- 
counteis with the rebels took place at 
Wuchow-Fn in July. This is a walled 
town in Kwangsi, only 200 miles from 
Canton, and has 80,000 inhabitants. 
Wnchow-Fu is one of ithe three towns 
in south China which the Peking gov- 
ernment consented to open as _a treaty 
port by agreement with Sir Claude 
Macdouald, British minister to China, 
signed last February. The rebellion in- 
terfered so greatly with the trade car- 
ried on by means of the West river that 
the English sent two gunboats to aid in 
suppressing it.
